A petition, said to be 
signed by some 40 odd ratepayers, 
asking for this action to be taken, 
which one speaker repeatedly assert¬ 
ed, was majority of the ratepayers, is 
hard to understand, as there are in 
excess of 600 ratepayers in the Muni¬ 
cipality. Several spoke well of the 
work done by the nurse. Among them 
was Mrs. R. R. McBride, who gave 
figures to show that it only costs a 
little over 30c per quarter section. 
Others said they would rather do 
without some other service than be 
without the nurse. 

The salary of the Secretary-Treas¬ 
urer, Mr. McLean, was discussed and 
some advocated a cut. One speaker 
explained that the Secretary had tra¬ 
velled over 4000 miles last fall, col¬ 
lecting taxes, and filling out papers, 
in many cases saving a legal fee. In 
addition he had made three trips to 
Edmonton on mui icipal business, the 
expenses of which came out of his 
salary. This information was given in 
order to show that the Secretary’s 
salary was not so huge as some had 
tried to make it appear.

OVER GOVERNMENT 

Sir Henry Drayton, head of the Canadian Chamber of 
Commerce, speaking in the West last week, denounced the 
multiplying tax burdens of Canada, and urged the tax¬ 
payers of the country to demand economies. 

His figures present every reason why extravagant over 
expenditure should be curbed. An army of 374,000 per¬ 
sons is working for the Canadian taxpayer. That is, 
about one ahd one half million people in a total Cana¬ 
dian population of ten millions are dependent upon the 
public service for their income. “Is it not time” said Sir 
Henry, “that the Canadian people were freer from bureau 
cracy, more independent of the evils of patronage, and 
put at least some of the tax collectors in a productive 
job.” In the last 50 years the number of /those gainfully 
employed in Canada has increased 185 per cent and the 
number employed in our different governments has in¬ 
creased 1557 per cent. Those in government jobs have 
increased 9 times faster than those gainfully employed. 
This is eloquent of patronage, of jobs for the faithful, 
and all the evils which have accumulated through negli¬ 
gence on the part of the people. 

How long ican Canadian taxpayers maintain this bur¬ 
den? It is not reassuring to consider the proportion of 
those gainfully employed, in relation to those whom they 
are supporting. Added to the 1,500,000 dependent on the 
wages of government employment, are probably more 
than 1,000,0000 on relief. Add to these the thousands who 
are not on relief, but are not definitely employed or wage 
earning. And it would appear that about 7,000,000 olf the 
population have to carry themselves and also provide 
for the other 3,000,000. It is a condition that cannot long" 
exist without' complete collapse. 

Sir Henry Drayton’s charge is against the stupid du¬ 
plication of services in governments, and he presents his 
facts to prove it. 

He points to the ten departments of agriculture, all 
working on pretty much the same lines of dairying, live¬ 
stock and field husbandry. There are 28 different acti¬ 
vities of agriculture departments, and _was agriculture 
ever' worse in plight. 

Education costs have mounted enormously in each pro¬ 
vince retaining an individual system of operation and 
more services. Since 1914, school attendance has increas¬ 
ed 71 percent and costs have increased 307 per cent-! 

And so it goes in all departments of government, says 
Sir Henry. “Over lapping regulations and control have 
-meanf unnecessary cost, unnecessary employees, unneces¬ 
sary taxation. The provinces are the Dominion and how 
can we properly function with different wage scales and 
different laws, of labor in the different provinces. It'is 
this parochial spirit which must be destroyed. Convince 
your representatives that you want this waste and du¬ 
plication stopped, and stopped it will be.” 

FREEING FROM PARTYISM 

There is something repugnant to freedom loving people 
in the term “party whip.” It implies party domination 
right or wrong; a restriction on honest conviction, and 
an iron hand that may serve to promote “party” solidari¬ 
ty. It has a Simon Legree sound, that jars the e^r and 
the intelligence—if any . Whatever governments .may 
think, the majority of voting people are pretty well strip 
ped of party allegiance. In parliament, the men most 
highly valued^ seem to be the solid party men, whose 
support is unquestioned regardless of the issue. But out- 
in the country the men who stand out are those who 
show gleams of independence of action, defying the gods 
and the party whip. 

T: has this week received an interesting sug¬ 

gestion from C. F. Hall of New Liskeard, Ontario. De¬ 
ploring that our system of government is altogether too 
ancient, antedating the days of telegraph, telephone, ra¬ 
dio, etc., he suggested a plan to destroy partyism. He 
would like to see a more direct control of representatives 
by the people of the elefctorates, not by a small majority 
of those people, representing one party only. In our mo¬ 
dern parliament, he says we have government and opposi¬ 
tion, the one paid to buck the other, a house divided 
against itself. 

“Is there any reason,” he asks, “why a member of 
parliament should 'not caill together ihe representatives of 
all different political parties in his constituency, and as¬ 
sert his intention of serving all the people? To that end 
they would elect an advisory .council of the best bhains 
in the district, consisting possibly of 12 members, and 
from those 12 an executive of 3 to He in close touch with 
him on all major issues. He would then go to parliament 
armed with instructions, not of one group, but of all 
groups, and carrying responsibility only to them. His own 
electorate would set and pay his salary. 

“As a further recommendation I would suggest the 
value of experienced statesmanship. It would be neces¬ 
sary for federal members forst to have served a term 
in the provincial house, and previous, to that, to have 
had -some experience in municipal councils or school 
boards. A man would then have passed through the var¬ 
ious offices of state and be more thoroughly qualified. 
His first and only concern would be ^grvice to his people, 
and his advisory council. The necesary preliminary train¬ 
ing would engage the interest of younger men, who would 
be more inclined to fit themselves for further office by 
service on municipal bodies. 

The writer further says, “I have a great longing to see 
A attempt to upturn an obsolete form of government 
in the grandest country on earth and it is only the people 
who can do it.", 

CORRECTION OF DEFECTS 

. The statement is sometimes heard that preventative 
medicine such as conducted by the Okotoks-High River 
Full Time Health Unit, cannot do much good unless pro¬ 
vision is made for the correction of the defects found; 
that most people are aware of the treatment required, but 
under present conditions, most of th).ie needing treatment 
are unable to finance it. It must be admitted that if cor¬ 
rection of defects cannot be obtained, a great deal of pos¬ 


sible benefit is lost. But it would seem that a demonstra¬ 
tion of the defects anda discussion of possible dangers 
would have its uses in persuading parents of the impor¬ 
tance of remedy. It is also the opinion of those closest 
associated with the work, that the postponing of medical 
or dental treatment will not react to the benefit of doctor 
dentist, or patients. Moreover, the defect will require 
emergency treatment sooner or later and often under 
conditions which do not permit the best treatment or 
greatest chance of recovery. 

And it is not believed that the postponing of treatment 
for financial reasons is desired either by dentists or doc¬ 
tors of this district. It is quite probable that in the not 
too distant future, says health insurance will become oper 
ative, and the Full Time Health Unit has laid a splendid 
stepping stone for that system. 

It is also of interest to /ote that amongst the children 
re-examined this year, 46 per cent of the defects reported 
at first examination, had been corrected. It may ,be as¬ 
sumed that many of these corrections were amongst 
children whose parents were unaware of any defects. 
And surely it must be granted that any effort which re¬ 
sults in the correction, in one difficult year of 46 per 
cent of the defects of the children has had most bene¬ 
ficial result. This result will not only be of benefit to 
these children lin their school years but throughout their 
lives. A healthier citizenship will result in the communi¬ 
ty.: 

The area of the unit is approximately 1800 square 
miles, with a population of 14,000. Three thousand of 
these are school children and 3500 are babies and pre¬ 
school children. To have maintained supervision over 
more than 6000 children performing the service of im¬ 
munization and vaccination, and to have been instru¬ 
mental—to some degree at least—in having defects cor¬ 
rected is a service which must commend itself to all citi¬ 
zens, outside of all the other services which the unit per¬ 
forms. 

PAUPER PRICES 

“Price cutting and cut prices are only minor matters, 
not-taken seriously as matters of reproach. Buyers seem 
to like the terms, encourage their use, and give their 
patronage to the price cutters. One wonders just what 
the public or the buyers would d<? if printers (or others) 
advertised ‘pauper prices’ based on oauper wages, pauper¬ 
ized hours and methods. They might buy at the pauper 
prices, at that, .just as the American women turn pale 
at the thought of sweat shops and child labor, yet rush 
to buy the ‘bargains’ which could only be produced un¬ 
der the methods of the sweat shop and child labor. Had 
the women refused to buy the bargains instead of crying 
for a law against these evils, they would have passed 
out of existence in almost the twinkling of an eye. 

“If buyers of printing insist on buying at pauper prices 
they must in return expect that buyers of their product 
will insist upon pauper prices for their product also. 

“That pauper price printing leads to pauper wages has 
been brought to' my attention many times the past two 
years, where good compositors, pressmen and others, 
work for $6. and $7. a week because it was either that or 
starve, or where workmen got together a small plant and 
(fid work at prices that only paupers could live on, but 
it was ‘eats’ at /that. Welcome the day when pauper 
prices will be no more, for printing and all other indus¬ 
tries.”—Porte Publishing Company. 

WHAT IS THE ANSWER? 

In a recent issue of the American magazine, a young 
man speaks his mind, presenting a view point on honesty 
as a life policy, that is hard to answer. He r says that he 
has been trained to believe that honesty pays, but that 
all evidence which he gathers [joints to the contrary, and 
he is contemplating entering life with the deliberate in¬ 
tention of making money, in order to enjoy the things 
that are only possible through money. This would involve 
probably an unscrupulousness, perhaps even dishonesty, 
but he says “if you can give me just one substantial rea¬ 
son why a young fellow should be honest I’ll be honest. 

He has been taught by his parents, his Sunday school 
and day school to believe that honesty pays, because it 
well help you get to heaven; because everybody likes and 
trusts an honest man; a man must be honest to succeed 
in business and honesty brings self respect and happiness 

He presents his observations of his fatherfs life, his 
father being a sterling example of honesty. ,„He grants 
freely that his father will get to heaven of there is one, 
but in the meantime “dad” has stood up for truth on 
several occasions and been cordially hnted as a result; he 
has been called a skin flint, has hern licked in struggles 
for public office by a slick liar; has toiled all his life to 
make a bare living, with mother skimping and saving, 
and never well dressed. “Dad” has self respect, Ibut has 
always been too worried for happiness 

Then this perplexed young man turns to other citizens 
in the town, and picks example of success through dis¬ 
honesty. He refers to Mr. J. who may he going to hell 
but as having a keen time on the:way; who is jolly and 
well liked a most agile fence jumper; who fills his store 
with customers, who was elected for state senator and 
got really rich, though state senators have no big salary; 
who started with nothing and made money from the start; 
who is a most happy, good-natured,, self-satisfied man, 
and 1 don’t believe his conscience bothers him any.” 

Perhaps dad and Mr. J. have other basic differences 
jn character, which may account for failure or success. 
But after viewing other examples, the young man draws 
conclusions.” It looks to me as if it doesn’t make such di¬ 
fference whether you are honest or dishonest, because 
people don’t care about dishonesty unless they conscious¬ 
ly suffer by it. Of course if a man is exposed as dishon¬ 
est that is different. But people don’t care enough about 
the virtue to find out if a man is either one or the 0 ther. 
I’ve watched until I know how simple it is to be a respect¬ 
ed crook. You make people laugh. You sympathize and 
agree with them and flatter them. You do an occasional 
conspicuous good deed, or give well to charity. Then be¬ 
hind your legitimate business you work .your graft. The 
chances of failure do not seem greater than in strictly 
legimate business. Mother talks of the spiritual values of 
honesty, but that is cold comfort without practical value. 

1 think mother might get more spiritual value out of $600 
worth of new clothes and a little trip, than all the hon¬ 
esty in her unselfish life. I do rot say that honesty could 
not pay, if good people cared enough to patronize it, 
but they do not. And Mr. Editor, when you give a good 
leason for honesty,' please don’t talk about great men

Bruises 

- The. speaker showed the result of 
bruising on animals. It does not mat¬ 
ter if a hog Is the best select in the 
province, one bad bruise that has ,to 
be trimmed out will put it out of the 
Wiltshire sides. These bruises may be 
made on the farm, the stockyards or 
packing houses, but they are costly. 
Bruising runs as high as 40 per 
cent in packing plants and that cuts 
too seriously into the number of se¬ 
lects, use every care to avoid bruis¬ 
ing. 

In trucking hogs it is customary .to 
put 8 or' 10 in a box and to poke 
them to get them out. Every hard 
poke leaves marks, so it is better to 
get the hogs out some other way.

being honest. I don’t want to be 
great.

Now where is the flaw in this 
young man’s reasoning and who can 
produce that convincing proof that 
honesty pays in a material sense?

There is of course the argument of 
the retribution ’ of the law, but it 
must be confessed that retributior 
falls only occsionally upon the smooth 
worker. There are a great many dis¬ 
honest persons loose in society and 
getting along very successfully. The 
matter of honesty seem to be indi¬ 
vidual, a deep rooted quality, more 
than a policy. 

To many of us there is an aristo¬ 
cracy of honesty and honor, and 
those who belong are those of whom 
it is said, “his word is as good as his 
bond,” the highest honor that one can 
confer. 

An hones,t man’s the noblest work 
of God. is an ideal which can never 
be displaced. In the school in which 
most people have been brought up, 
the spiritual values still dwarf ma¬ 
terial values. There is the crystal clar 
ity. of sterling honesty, and once a 
man permits himself to be besmirched 
with dishonest practise, the crystal 
clarity is bedimmed. He loses his 
kneeness of spiritual perceptions, and 
his moral faculties cease to function. 

Honesty as a principle gives free¬ 
dom of action and release of soul that 
no money can purchase. It is rich and 
rare and untouchable, an aristocracy 
of living) whether life be lived in a 
shack or a palace.
